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Council Acts on Field Lights, 
Theater Lease, Newspaper Sites 


At its regular meeting on Feb- 
ruary 23, the Greenbelt City 
Council agreed to hold a public 
hearing on installing lights at 
McDonald Field, approved a 
lease on the Old Greenbelt The- 
atre and sought to corral the 
newspaper vending machines po- 
sitioned throughout the city. 
Council also took positions on a 
number of bills pending in the 
Maryland State House and Senate 
but took no position on a liquor 
license transfer to the new 
Chipotle Mexican Grill. Mayor 
pro tem Rodney Roberts pre- 
sided in the absence of Mayor 
Judith Davis. 

Field Lights 

Council decided to hold a 
public hearing to gain more in- 
formation on community reac- 
tion to the installation of lights 
proposed for McDonald Field. 
Earlier this month the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board rec- 
ommended both a public hearing 
and further research into the his- 
toric area guidelines and relevant

county regulations that must 
take place before the public hear- 
ing. In November 2003, repre- 
sentatives from Greenbelt Base- 
ball presented a petition signed 
by a number of homeowners near 
McDonald field in support of the 
group’s request for lights for the 
field. No date has yet been set 
for the hearing. 
Theater Lease 

A three-year lease for the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre, calling for 
$1,200 monthly rent for the first 
two years and increasing to 
$1,500 monthly for the third 
year, was approved by council. 
The lease also contains an 
equipment rental charge of $800 
to cover projection and conces- 
sion equipment and theater seats. 
It took longer to finalize the 
lease than expected because of a 
problem with the water metering 
system that combined water use 
of the theater with that of the 
adjacent salon. The water line 
will be sub-metered as part of the 
city’s renovation of the theater 


building and ultimately the the- 
ater will be reimbursed. 
Vending Machine 

Greenbelt has taken the lead 
in developing a voluntary agree- 
ment with newspapers to manage 
the placement, size and look of 
vending boxes now found in 
various locations throughout the 
city. City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi has been working with 
other communities who share this 
interest as well as with newspa- 
per companies to draft an agree- 
ment to better manage the hap- 
hazard placement and varied ap- 
pearance of the newspaper boxes. 
The voluntary agreement would 
cover daily newspapers and oth- 
ers with a cost and the many 
types of free papers. 

The draft agreement requires 
review of any proposed location 
in Greenbelt. It limits the size of 
any single vending box and the 
width of any grouping of boxes 
unless a kiosk or corral structure

Sandi Dutton Anticipates Year 
As Legion Auxiliary President

Sandi Dutton re- 
members the day her 
mother signed her up 
with the American Le- 
gion Auxiliary at 
Greenbelt Post 136. 
She was 11 years old

I also believe that if — and I 
emphasize if — a gambling pro- 
posal becomes necessary, then a 
destination resort would offer the 
best hope for economic develop- 
ment and good jobs — much bet- 
ter than slots warehouses at the 
racetracks.

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Adult Day Care 
May Change 

There may be a change in the 
operation of the Adult Day Care 
at the Community Center because 
the current operator, Baptist Se- 
nior Adult Ministries (BSAM), is 
seeking to sell this aspect of its 
business. However, BSAM does 
plan to continue until a replace- 
ment operator is found. 

BSAM has been in negotia- 
tions with CHI, a company based 
in Silver Spring that serves devel- 
opmentally disabled individuals. 
On February 25 city staff met 
with BSAM representatives and a 
representative from CHI Centers, 
Inc. to discuss the future of the 
lease agreement the city holds 
with BSAM for their space at the 
Community Center. 

Representatives of BSAM 
stated it is not able to provide 
the level of administrative man- 
agement and support these adult 
care centers need. They consider 
these operations as community 
based services and _ because 
BSAM’s operation is a large na- 
tional company with significant 
overhead, when these costs are 
distributed to the local operations 
in Greenbelt, Bowie and 
Brentwood, they are perceived as 
not making money. BSAM repre- 
sentatives state that if their nego- 
tiations with CHI break down, 
BSAM will maintain the same 
kind and level of services in 
Greenbelt that have been offered 
in the past. 

The still-tentative plan calls 
for CHI to make a transfer by

Joseph L. Arnold 
Joseph L. Arnold, 66, died 
unexpectedly on January 5, 2004. 
Mr. Arnold, a professor of history 
at the University of Maryland- 
Baltimore County, wrote one of 
the most significant books on 
Greenbelt — “The New Deal in 
the Suburbs, a History of the 
Greenbelt Town Program 1935- 
1954,” published in 1971. Mr. 
Arnold contributed the introduc- 
tion to “Greenbelt: History of a 
New Town,” published in 1987 as 
part of the city’s 50th anniversary. 
For that piece he wrote, “ 
Greenbelt’s original core town of 
the 1930s has seen many 
changes, but its fundamental form 
and feeling have been happily 
preserved.” Of the original por- 
tion of the town, he wrote, “be- 
neath the charm of this gracefully 
aging section of town one still 
sees clearly the bold and imagi- 
native design of Hale Walker, its 
chief planner. This historic sec- 
tion of Greenbelt remains the 
most famous and innovative hous- 
ing and community project ever 
built by the federal government.” 
Mr. Arnold lived in Ellicott 
City with his wife Mary. He 
authored and co-authored many 
books and articles about Balti- 
more and Catonsville history and 
books about the Flood Control 
Act of 1936, the Army Corps of 
Engineers and the Chesapeake 
Bay. Mr. Arnold had planned to 
retire from teaching in June.

Rudoloh Brlansky 


On Thursday, February 26, 
2004, Rudolph Brlansky died at 
his home in Greenbelt as a result 
of Parkinson’s disease.

regarding enemy bombers at 
Yunnanyi, China. The American 
fighters then destroyed 12 enemy 
planes. Mr. Brlansky did not 
have time to take sufficient cover 
after helping the pilots and was 
wounded by a bomb fragment. 

The Brlanskys were married in 
Johnstown in 1949 and moved to 
Washington, D.C. He worked as 
a photographer for the CIA, Army 
Map Service, Army War College 
and later retired from the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture in 
Beltsville. Assignments included 
taking pictures of dignitaries vis- 
iting the President in the D.C. 
area. 

The Brlanskys moved to 
Greenbelt in 1959. He was an

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A Review 


Organ Recital Showcases 
Talented Music Director

Organ music 
from Bach to 
Bolcom filled the 
air of Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church 
in Greenbelt on 
February 8. Holy 
Cross’ young and 
talented organist, 
Erik Meyer, per- 
formed his second 
recital at the 
church to an en- 
thusiastic audi- 
ence. Just 23 
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years old, Meyer Erik Meyer at the organ at Holy Cross 
has served as the Lutheran Church. 


church’s director 
of music for the past two years. 

As church organist, Meyer 
says that for a recital such as 
this one he likes to choose per- 
formance pieces where both he 
and the organ have a chance to 
shine — showy pieces which he 
normally would not choose for a 
Sunday-morning church service. 

Before each musical selection, 
Meyer gave a brief introduction, 
calling attention to details about 
the composer and the music. In 
addition to the program notes, 
this mini-tutorial in music appre- 
ciation helped to give the audi- 
ence greater insight into these 
complex works. 

As Meyer pointed out, his first 
piece, the “Prelude and Fugue in 
G Minor” by Marcel Dupré, was 
an opportunity for the organist to 
show what he can do. His sec- 
ond selection, Johann Sebastian 
Bach’s Chorale Partita on “O 
Gott, du frommer Gott,’ demon- 
strated the range of sound of the 
organ itself. César Franck’s “Cho- 
rale in A Minor” rounded out the 
first half of the program. 

The two numbers following 
the intermission were more mod- 


ern and based on traditional 
William Bolcom’s pre- 


hymns. 


lude on “What a Friend We Have 
in Jesus” was a fun piece with a 
strong gospel flavor. The more 
complex “Phantasie on the Cho- 
rale ‘Ein feste Burg ist unser 
Gott’” by Max Reger featured 
some fancy footwork by the or- 
ganist. 

A 2002 graduate of the 
Peabody Conservatory of Music 
of Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore, Meyer will receive a 
master of music in organ perfor- 
mance from Peabody this May. 
His honors include first place in 
the 1999 Albert Schweitzer Or- 
gan Festival in Wethersfield, 
Conn., as well as the 2001 South 
West New Jersey American Guild 
of Organists Competition. He 
has served as assistant chapel or- 
ganist at the U.S. Naval Academy 
in Annapolis. At Holy Cross, in 
addition to playing the organ, he 
directs the church choirs and 
bell choir.

dent in August and to rise to the 
presidency later this year. 

“Tt wasn’t my dream, really, or 
part of any plan. It was a natural 
progression. Everything I do is 
connected to the Auxiliary — it’s 
always been that way for me,” 
she says. 

The Auxiliary’s activities in 
Greenbelt are wide-ranging. The 
group works with local schools 
and VA hospitals, welcomes soldiers 
home and provides meals for resi- 
dents of a local veterans’ home. 
“We raise a lot of money and 
spend it in the community and for 
veterans,” Dutton explained. 

“Six times a year our unit puts 
altar flowers in the chapel and 
provides comfort items for new 
patients as well as entertaining pa- 
tients with two bingo parties at 
the Washington VA Medical Cen- 
ter. Veterans from the state veter- 
ans home are invited by the Post 
for a monthly luncheon with the 
Auxiliary serving, providing enter- 
tainment and giving door prizes. 
At Christmas we provide groceries 
for people who have a need, espe- 
cially families with children.” 

Still active in local activities, 
Dutton’s horizons will expand far 
beyond Greenbelt during the 
coming year. “Right now I’m 
completely overwhelmed,” she 
says with a laugh. The next six 
months will be devoted to plan- 
ning her presidential year. After 
being installed in Nashville on 
September 2 she’ll be traveling 
almost nonstop throughout the 
year to every state and to Austra- 
lia, Europe and the demilitarized 
zone in Korea. 

“You’re on a goodwill mission 
as president — but I’d like to ex- 
pand the position beyond that,” 
she says. “I want to find ways to 
help our members learn and grow 
— to work smarter, not harder.” 

As a national leader in the 
Auxiliary, she’s already traveled 
extensively. The most interesting

trip so far has been to the Na- 
tional Veterans Creative Arts Fes- 
tival held every year for the ben- 
efit of veterans treated in the VA 
Medical System. Sponsored by 
the VA, the American Legion 
Auxiliary and Help Hospitalized 
Veterans, the festival showcases 
more than 100 competitions in 
the visual arts, drama, dance and 
other art forms in “a professional 
Broadway-type show.” 

“It’s so good we think it 
should be televised,” says Dutton. 
The artists, all associated with the 
VA, included people with emo- 
tional and physical problems. En- 
tertainment professionals are 
brought in from California to pro- 
duce and direct the show. 

“It’s the best thing I’ve been 
involved with in my whole life. 
Many veterans who participate 
say it has changed their life,” she 
added. 

Dutton chose “Catch the 
Wave” as her presidential theme. 
“It’s a multipurpose theme — and 
since the year will end at an 
event in Hawaii, it seems appro- 
priate,” she says with a laugh. 

For three days in March 2005, 
Auxiliary members from across 
the country will gather in Balti- 
more. “It’s a chance to show off 
our state,’ she says, since Mary- 
land has 28,000 members — a 
very high number considering 
that California has only 29,000.” 

With so little time at home, 
Dutton has hired several staff 
members to work with her clients 
at Summit Marketing, who she 
says have been “very supportive” 
of her Auxiliary activities. “Tl 
be gone for a year and the bills 
don’t stop.” 

“My schedule is chaotic but I 
love it,” she says, adding that her 
husband will travel with her on 
some trips after she steps into the 
presidency in the fall. 

But Dutton’s heart will never 
leave Greenbelt. “I’m proud to be 
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from the Greenbelt Post and Aux- 
iliary unit,” she says. “I know 
everyone here. They watched me

(like the kind often seen in air- 
ports) is being used. Corrals typi- 
cally accommodate three or four 
boxes but can also be double- 
deckers to increase the number. 
The agreement requires that boxes 
be secured. Council agreed with 
the approach that Manzi has de- 
veloped and encouraged him to 
continue his discussions and 
bring back a final agreement to 
council. This matter, which has 
been before the city for a number 
of years, inspired Mayor pro tem 
Roberts’ comment that he hoped 
to be “living long enough to see 
it completed.” 
Legislative Positions 

Council supported five bills 
now before the State legislature. 
Assistant to the City Manager 
David Moran described the bills 
and their impact on Greenbelt. 
One bill would allow municipali- 
ties to impose an admissions and 
amusement tax on the sale of 
food. Council clarified what this 
could cover: fast food restau- 
rants but not supermarket salad 
bars, for example. 

Council also supported legisla- 
tion that would add a $5 fee to 
vehicles rented in Maryland. 
These fees would be distributed 
to local governments to restore 
funds lost through cuts in the 
state budget. 

Another bill receiving council 
support would require appropriate 
provisions to accommodate bi- 
cycles and pedestrians when de- 
signing, constructing or repairing 
state highways. 

Council strongly supported 
Senate Bill 713 that makes it clear 
that Program Open Space funds 
are not included in House Bill 
444 that passed last year. Bill 
444 requires that state funds unen- 
cumbered after two years would 
revert to the state. Many commu- 
nities bank their Program Open 
Space funds over several years for 
a big project. Finally, council 
gave approval to a bill allowing a 
county or municipality to grant a 
property tax credit for high perfor- 
mance (green) buildings. 

On the advice of staff, council

decided not to support a bill that 
requires owners of rental property 
to make certain certifications re- 
garding lead risk to the local gov- 
ernment that regulates the rental 
property. Roberts asked if this 
would make houses safer and City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin re- 
plied that there were already re- 
quirements in place to handle the 
situation; in his view this legisla- 
tion could place an additional 
burden on local government. 
The Maryland Municipal League 
also opposed the bill. 
Chipotle Liquor License 

Council agreed to take no po- 
sition on the request by the 
newly-opened Chipotle Mexican 
Grill on Greenbelt Road for the 
transfer of a liquor license from 
Los Panchos restaurant in College 
Park to Chipotle’s. A hearing is 
scheduled for March 23 before 
the County Board of License 
Commissioners (liquor board). 

Paula Epperson, restaurant 
manager, and Phil Petrelli, operat- 
ing director for the Chipotle 
chain, were there with lawyer 
Felicia Jackson-Taylor to request 
the city’s support. They came 
quickly to understand that “no 
position” was the best they could 
get on the part of the city. 

Roberts explained that the city 
has traditionally taken a position 
on liquor licenses only when it 
opposed the license. Council- 
members did ask about operating 
hours and service on the outdoor 
patio. The restaurant operates 
from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m. daily 
and, according to Petrelli, business 
is great. He recommended the 
burritos and tacos. 

Other Matters 

Council decided to use a com- 
petition process to select a finan- 
cial auditor for the city’s annual 
audit. The present auditing firm 
has done the job for three years 
and traditionally a change is 
made after that period of time. 

Council also approved a draft 
letter to the governor expressing 
safety concerns about Route 1 
and requesting that a raised me- 
dian be built as soon as possible.
